Commutation of sentence from death in the electric chair to 
life imprisonment for Philip A. Hartman, self-confessed and con- j 
victed slayer of Trooper Francis L. Haley, is based on the grounds | 
of the condemned man’s sanity at the time, the application stat­ 
ing “the direct result of his abnormal mental condition due to 
his hereditary mental deficiencies.” 
This information was re­ 
ceived this morning from Harrisburg, where the state board of. 
pardons will consider the application for commutation of H art­ 
man’s sentence on November 18th. 
The request is based on grounds that Hartman was not in 
sufficient possession and control of his mental faculties to commit 
a wilful, deliberate and premeditated murder; that there is “rea­ 
son to believe that the series of anti-social and criminal acts 
leading to the killing of Haley were the direct result of his ab­ 
normal mental condition due to his hereditary mental deficiencies, 
combined with the extreme horrors of his war experiences and 
the various social mal-adjustments following these w'ar experi­ 
ences.”
